The methods of tha 
Germans are as insidious as they 
were in formerdays, His Majes- 
ty’s Commercial Counsellor at 
Peking recently reported that, as 
far as can be ascertainad, they 
arp not trading under their own 
names, but are carrying on their 


Chinese. Besides importing their 
dyes and prints, needles, metals, 
drugs, and sundries, the Ger- 
mans are purchasing fairly 
large = quantities of China 
produce, notably ores, seeds, and 
oils, but the business has been 
done through foreign firms owing 
to the difficulty the Germans are 
experiencing in finaccing their 
shipments. «  - 

Take the statistics of dye im- 
ports. Already in 1920 supplies 
from Germany amounted in value 
to 1,225,780 taels (tael=6s. 9$4d.), 
against 324,532 taels from Great 
Britaic and 2,050,956 tasls from 
the United States. By the spring 
of 1921, Germany beaded the 
list of importers, the comparative

Speclal Interview With 
Labour Minister. 


- What are the industrial pro 
spects whichthe New Year Holes 
out? This, for Britishars, is an 
important, indeed, a vital 
question. For wein this country 
live and are sustained by our 
commercial organisation, built op 
through a century of effort, and 
when that orgsnisation is dis- 
lcated we get, as wa hare bad 
during the past twelva months, 
wide-spread suffering on every 
hand, writes tha Pdserrer. 

But itis now possible to strike 
a more cheerful note. In all 
their speeches and messages of 
the past few weeks, great leaders 
of industrial__aoterprisea have 
found it possible to point to 
factors which roake for restrain- 
ed bope, That almose everything 
| must depend upon the relations 
between capital and Isbour is a 
fact so obvious that it need not 
be stressed. Clearly, it is onty 
by a spirit of Harmony and goad- 
will on the part of employers and 
emplosed thatin the coming year 
we shall be able to seize the op- 
portunities of trade restoration 
now hell out tous, Whar, then. 
are the prospects of our attaining 
such co-operation ? 

Ina New Year’s interview with 
a special representative of the 
hae rier, Dr. Macnamara, Minis- 
ter of Labour, sounded a welcome 
note of consictiqn that the pres- 
eat good relations are going to 
i; persist. 

THE NOTE OF HOPE. 

Speaking first of the general 
situation, he said that the noze of 
opiimism now existing was an 
excellent factor: and pointed out 
that it was not altozether insptr- 
ed merely by the spirit of innate 
hope with which we step out past 
tanother milesto: @ 
| “ The part year,” he said. “was 
3 year unparalleled in our 
history for its -record of 
widespread and persistent in- 
dustrial depreasion and therefore, 
ucemployment. That of course 
was the direct and immediate 
sequel-t«f the great war. It de- 
stroged the whole mechanism of 
international trade and com- 
merce. And let there be no mis- 
take about the fact that though 
aptimism is, and rightly so, in 
the air, the process of recovery 
will be painfully slow, . 

“The deenest gloom in the 
‘dark year now happily behind us 
{Was experienced just halfway 
; through its course, Thes were 
ithen overt a million miners our: 
‘over two million other workers 
;unemplosed: and over a millior 
ton short time. That is to sar 
less than ore.in three of our 
incustrial population was work 
ling full time. . 

CREDITS FOR EXPORT. 

“What T am cow concerned 
‘with is the future. And though 
fehe last year has closed amidat 
the gloom of continued depres- 
tsion, already lighter patches are 
idiscernible amongst the shadows 
“Two things are manife-tly 
imecessary if 19:2 is ro reflect 
throughost the gleam of promise 
with which it opens, We rust 
:Pe-establisti, soinehow or another, 
! markets for our goods. We must 
‘go into those marke's offering 
lour goods -at a figure thar 
will prove attractive. AS re 
gards the farmer of these two 
fundamentai necessities, much is 
being done. and in the handa of 
imen like the Prime Minister and 
his commercial and financial! 
:dvisers, we may be quite ture 
trat vers, moch will be done, to 
get things on the rails again. 

“Already quite s usefalstimulus 
bas deen given through our widely 
extended Export Credits Scheme. 
In the early sutumn of 1919 
Parliament authorised the raising 
of £26,000,000 to be employed as 
a fillip to foreign trade. Down 
to the close of Saptember of last 
year only £2,927,676 of that 
amount had been brought into 
play. Experience gained bes led 
us, as I say, widely’ to extend 


and improve the working of the}: 


plan. with the. result thar during 
the last tbree months of. 1921 
£3,003,189 has been applied. And, 
in the hands of Sir Philip Llosd- 
Greame, we may be quite sure 
that thescheme will be pusbed 
for all it is worth. 

_ WAGES AND COST OF PR?- | 

DUCTION, 

“T have remarked that we 
must go into the markets offering 
our-goods at a figure that will 
prove attractive. That .imoevitably 
raises the question of the cost of 
production, the greatest single 
factor in which is the wage factor. 
Naturally, directly that question 
is raised ote is on difficult and 
delicate grounds - 

* The first instinct of the na- 
tural man is to resist wage reduc- 
tion. OF course it is. That 
instinct is very much reinforced 
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by the people who talk about 
“conspitacies against wages, 
*deliberate attempts tolower the 
standard of comfort, and so on. 

“May I say tha: it is no rea} 
kindness to the warking classes 
to dismiss the whola matte? as 
anather evidence of the nefarious 
repacity of * the capitalis: 7” Tue 
situation must be faced, snd the 
facts examined dispassionately. 
The maonfacturer may go on 
manufacturing goods tor a time 
—a short time in all probability— 
and stacking his warehouses with 
them. But that is ao good to 
anybody, and least of all tothe 
workpeople, for at the end of tha: 
journey the only comfort open 
to evershody coc ried is to note 
how courteous 2nd deprecatorr ig 
the demeanour of the official Re- 
conver. 

INCREASED OV TPUTF: 

“tr may very wellbethat the 
discussion will disclose that toa 
certain extent, at any rate, th: 
end can b+ attained, not by ‘cuts’ 
of one sort or another, bat bs 
increased production. Uk may 
vary wall be thas "cuts” are in- 
avitable. . 

“Then, [will back my opinion 
that wherever there is a fair and 
square discussion between em- 
ployers and employed upon the 
who'e of the relevant facts, and 
wherever a fair and square deal 
emerges, the workman has gat 
far tod much good sense, 
and too far genuine an appre- 
ciation of his responsibility, 
flatly to decline to accept any 
reduction whatever. Tne ‘policy 
of dropping the sober substance 
for glittering reflection in the 
stream is one to which neither 
British employers nor Britis 
workpeople are specially ad- 
dicted.” : 

RESPING OCR OPPORTUNITIES. 

“Tam convinced that what has 
been going on behind the gloom 
and shadow of 1921 gives up very 
real assurance that when we come 
o2t agsin into the sunshine, as 
slowly, but surely, ‘we shall do, 
wo shall be in a positida to reap 
to the-full the opportunity tbat 
will be presented to us. 

“The bad old policy of ‘pull 
devil, pall baker’—so-clamorously 
advocated. eveo to-day ion some 
extreme quarters—is steadily go- 
ing to the wall, and in its place 
has emerged, and is emerging, & 
genuine spirit of comradeship. 
Tt surely cannot but ba followed 
by the happiest results for all 
concerned.”

Questian or Compensation. 


A Weihaiwei cot “espondent in- | 


forms us that "a aml. a very 
small group of Britons enmaged 
in business and profession. (at 
Weihaiwei) are petitioning 1A? 
British Governerent that rendi 
tion invoives them in serious loss 
and are asking for compensation 
on abasis of equitable valuation 
of rronerty and loss of income if 
engaged in business or profes- 
sional work.’” The writer goes 
on to argue with considerable 
force that such prosperity as has 
come to Weihaiwei has been 
bound up in 1ts status »s a free 
port. He estimates that more 
than half the trada is technically 
illegitimate, goods finding tneir 
way in and‘out by junks, to es- 
capeimport duties elsowhere. And 
he contends that if Weibsiwei is 
converted into a Eraaly port, it 
will be quite unable to compete 
with Tsingtao and-Chefoo, one 
actually, the other prospectively 
connected with the hinterland by 
Pajilway ; while Weihaiwei's hia- 
fa7lsnd is mountainous and its 
local produce is negligible. 

On what terms the restitution 
of Weibaiwei is ta be effected no 
one in China, so far as wa can 
sacertain, yet knows. It cennot 
very well include theisland which 
is, we believe, Admiralty prop- 
erty paid for in berd cash and, 
as such, will coatinue to be poe- 
seased. under Chinese sovereign 
rights as it might be a piece of 
land any where else in China. The 
same practice would ao doubt 
apply te foreign. bungalows owned 
by summer residenta and. to other 
land or buildings owned by for- 
eigoers and purchased by them in 

_ all good faith. But ifthey wish 
to cell out, they certainly ought 
to receive fair valuation on the 
lines indicated in the petition,
